ON PROPOSALS BEFORE THE 
VOTERS A ND ABOUT RANKING 


M embers of the woman’s 

Club and its guests heard 
a practical discussion of 
tile hanking system in California 
and proposals that will confront 
the voters at the special election 
ol' June 27 at Wednesday's lunch¬ 
eon meeting. President It F. Al¬ 
len of tlie Sierra Madre Savin •; 
Bunk talked interestingly on the 
,subje,t of banks ami 'banking 
and Councilman Lester K Lay- 
ton, who spent considerable time 
at Sacramento while the Assem¬ 
bly was in session, talked of the 
propositions that body submitted 
to the voters. 

Mr. Allen, speaking on the sub¬ 
ject 'of "Banking Service,” ex¬ 
plained the difference between 
National and State banks, clari¬ 
fied the laws relating to their or¬ 
ganization and conduct, and em¬ 
phasized their obligations to the 
public. 

"The California Stale Banking 
Act,” Mr. Allen said, "ranks as 
one of the best in the country. 
State examinations are as com¬ 
plete and exacting as the National 
examinations, and State examin¬ 
ers are as competent and accur¬ 
ate as are National examiners.” 

Among the protective measures 
contained in the State banking 
law cited by Mr. Allen were: 


• that directors are required to 
meet at least once each month, 
record of the meeting to be ex¬ 
amined by the State examiner; 
publication of called statements; 
requests for stopping payment of 
hecks must be in writing; pro¬ 
hibits banks dealing or trading in | 
leal estate or personal property; I 
requirt s superintendent of banks 
t< call for statement of condi-1 
l ion at least four times each year; 
requires hanks to be examined by 
itate examiner annually, and by j 
board of directors committee 
mice in the same period; savings 
bank deposits to be subject to 
notici of withdrawal; city and 
county deposits to be secured by-" 
bonds. 

Mr Allen said he desired to 
emphasize that stop payment or¬ 
ders must be in writing and that 
bank insurance does not cover 
losses occasioned by payment of 
outstanding collections. He ex¬ 
plained that practically all banks 
have a rule not to cash checks 
or to make loans to other than 
their depositors in order to in¬ 
crease the service that may be 
rendered clients of the banks.
